THE PRISON QUESTION. 


Senator Westertield’s bill providing 
for the removal of the prison building 
to Reno, has been printed. The first 
section makes the Board of State 
Prison Commissioners, together with 
the Warden the Building Committee, 
whose duty it shall be to control aud 
manage the construction and comple- 
tion of the prison. Section two reads 
as follows: 


In the construction and completion 
of tha said State Prison it shall be the 
duty of the Building Committee to 
use exclusively the labor of the State 
Prison convicts, excepting the neces- 
sury guards and labor necessary out of 
said prison walls; and it is hereby 
made the duty of the Board of State 
Frison Commissioners to furnish al! 
the stone, cut or uncut, from the State 
Prison at Carson as may be required 
by the Building Committee in the 
construction of the new State Prison, 
and to furnish the necessary convict 
labor from the old State Prison; also 
the necessary arms, ammuopition, 
clothing, subsistence, iron cells and 
any other material belonging to the 
State, and now at said Carsou State 
Prison, whicli may be necessary in the 
construction of the new State Prison 


Section five allows any convict who 
shall well behave himself, and who 
shall perform regular labor during 
good health in the construction of the 
new prison, a credit of 10 days for 
euch day of regular work and good be- 
havior, as a commutation of sentence, 
and to be deducted from his entire 
term of penal servitude to which he 
shall have been sentenced. Section 
six reads: 


The sum of $50,000 is hereby ap- 
propriated to carry out the object of 
this act, to be paid out of any moneys 
in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated; provided, that a sum 
not exceeding $25,000 shall be ex- 
a during the year 1883, and the 

alance of said appropriation neces- 
sary to be used in completion of sai 
prison, in the yoar 1884, Any part of 
this appropriation not necessarily used 
for the purpose herein mentioned 
shall revert to the General Fund. 


The removal of the prison is a ques- 
tion that should, and no doubt will, 
be carefully considered. The Legis- 
lature should take a position above 
the petty prejudices of any particular 
town or locality and give the question 
careful and intelligent consideration. 

If the Prison Committees from both 
branches of the Legislature would 
take the time and trouble of giving 
the subject a thorough investigation, 
and present facts and figure as to the 
probable cost of such a move and the 
benefit to be derived from it, it would 
be of great value to the members in 
decidipg this important question. 

We believe that should that course 
be adopted, the committee would find 


that by the passage of Senator Wes- 
terfield’s bill the expense of that in- 


stitution could be wiped out in two 
year’s time, and instead of being a 
direct tax upon the people of $50,000 
per annum it would be self-sustaining. 

The prison, at its present site, will 
always be a great burden. The stone 
quarry can be no longer profitably 
worked—even if there should be a 


demand for stone—for the quarry is 
covered by 20 or 25 feet of waste 


float rock and dirt which must be 
shoveled off and carted away before 
any good material can be procured. 
It has been thoroughly demonstrat. 
ed that the State cannot make the 
manufactory of boots and shoes profit- 
able, and it seems absolutely necessary 
to do something with our convicts to 
make them earn what they eat, or con- 
tribute something towards it at least. 
If the State would put up a temporary 
wooden building within the walls 
here and transport say 30 men from 
Carson to this point early enough this 
Spring to put in a crop the State’s 
land would produce enough to 
furnish the institution with all the 
potatoes, vegetables, hay and grain 
required—now costing $5,432 99. 
Besides furnishing the prison, the land 
will produce, it properly cultivated, 
potatoes, hay and grain enough to 
bring in a direct income of $8,000 or 
$10,000 more per annum, which would 
reduce the present expenses at least 
$25,000, which is quite a saving in 
itself. In the mean time the other 
convicts could be utilized in construct- 
ing the new prison. There are gentle- 
men who stand ready to contract 


with the State for from 40 to 50 
men and pay a reasonable compen- 
sation for their services whenever 
they are removed to a point where 
their labor can be profitably used. 
Those gentlemen contend that the 
Reno location offers superior advant- 
ages over other localities, and that if 
the State could furnish convict labor 
at this point they would willingly 
make the contract. 

A better building can be put up 
here for $25,000 than the present 
prison. The shoe shop, carpenter shop 
and pump house could be removed, 
and the only expense attached to their 
removal would be freight. The iron 
gates, cell doors and furniture now ip 
use at Carson can all be transferred 
and put in place here at a small ex- 
pense. The expense of police regula- 
tion would be much less here than at 
Carson, for half the number of guards 
could do the work. 

We hope to see the Legislature give 
this matter caretul investigation, and 
if it is found that it is to the best in- 
terest of the State to remove the 
prison to Reno, do so — regardless of 
what the people of O@Pson may say 
aud on the other hand, if it is found 
that the present location is the place 
for it and that the cost of maintaining 
it is as light there as it can be made 
here, let it remain—regardiess of what 
Reno's wishes in the matter may be. 


POOR ORMSBY. 


It is said that the Carson folks are 
raising a Corruption fund to assist 
them in taking a block of Washoe 
county into their expensive and tax- 
burdened county. The taxpayers at 
the south end wili object to leaving 
the best county in the State where 
real estate aod taxable property of all 
kinds is constantly increasing and be 
annexed toa county nearly bankrupt, 
where real estate is not worth as much 
into 60 per cent. as it was three years 
ago. The Tribune advises the people 
of Ormsby to send out a committee 
with instructions to visit every farm 
house and get their signature to a pe- 
tition requesting the Legislature to 
change the lines. The old saying that 
“a drowning man will grasp at a 
straw” is truly exemplified in this 
case, 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


It is quite amusing to observe to the 
people, represented in the Senate and 
Assembly, wasting their time over 
questions of such great moment as 
the question of whether county and 
State officials shall ride on railroad 
passes or whether they shall comply 
with the demand of the, conductors 
and pay their fare. There are two 
bills now pending. One provides that 
railroad companies shall give every 
official elected a “ pass,” the other 
makes it a isdemeanor for any 
official to accept such a favor at the 
hands of railroad corporations. Big 
brained men are workiog hard to earn 
their per diem by settling this great 
question, while the “ dear people ” are 
anxiously awaiting the result of the 
deliberations. 


A gentleman recently suggested 
that a good reform in the civil service 
would be to deprive every man who 
gets into government employ of bis 
vote.

WESTERN TELECRAMS. 
Another Horror. 

SAN Francisco, Jan. 23. 
The arrival of the steamer City of 
New York from Australia this morn- 
ing brings intelligence which adds 
another to the list of horrors. The 
Australasian gold miue, at Cresswich, 
was flooded December 16th by a rush 
of water from some old workings into 
which the miners broke. Forty-one 
men were in the mine, of whom 14 es- 
caped. The remainder were entomb. 
ed for two days, during which time 
every effort was made to reach them. 
When discovered five wen were still 
alive but the remainiog 22 were dead. 

SN Francisco, Jan. 23. 
From the Sydney Herald the fol- 
lowing detsils of the disaster at the 
Australasian mine, December 12tb, is 
obtained. The accident occurred at 
5:30 o'clock a. . in the drift leading 
from number two shaft, which u3ex- 
pectedly broke into the old workings 
of number one shaft. The water 
rusbed through with great force and 
in a few minutes the lower levels were 
flooded. The water rose 30 feet in 
the shaft. The men employed at this 
paint fled for their lives along a drift 
to a station where 12 reached the 
cage and were hoisted to the surtace. 
Twenty-seven men in another part of 
the new workings were unable to 
reach the shaft, and the only hope 
left them was that they might be able 
to reach and ascend a distant wing 
leading to the upper levels. The 
scene on the surface was pitiable 
Mothers, wives, children and friends 
gathered there waiting, almost with- 
out hope, for news from below. The 
pumps were at once started, throwing 
44,000 gallons per hour, and all the 
miners io the district assembled t. 
lend assistance. The body of water 
was so great that the pumps lowered 
it very slowly, and a diver was sent 
for to attempt to penetrate the mine 
to learn the fate of those below. The 
project was found to be impracticable. 
On the afternoon of the 13th the water 
was Only breast high in the drift where 
the men were supposed to be, and an 
attempt was made to reach them 
by wading, but the vitiated air 
drove back the relief party. Several 
similar attempts were made during the 
night, and about 7 o’ciock on the 
morning of the 14th two searchers 
came up the shaft cheering and re- 
ported that near the wing of No. 11 
they had heard the words, It's all 
right, we are all safe.’ About 6 r. u. 
word came up the shaft that the lost 
were found. The news spread like 
the wind. The whole neighborhood 
flocked to the shaft. Tanks were im 
provised as carriages on which to raise 
the men to the surface, and in half ab 
hour J. Manly was brought up alive. 
He had been caught by going to warn 
his comrades of daoger, when he 
might have escaped. Soon four others 
were brought up, all greatly ex. 
hausted, but in a fair way to recover. 
The cage rose agaio, when the terrible 
truth was learned that the 22 remaining 
in the mine had perished. The whole 
party had been caught in the drift, 
the water rising so high that only by 
clinging to timbers could they keep 
their chins above water. One by one, 
during 60 hours’ struggle, they bad 
dropped off exhausted and drowned 
in the flood, the strongest only hold 
ing out until relief came. The bodies 
were found lying scattered about the 
floor of the drift. The victims were 
interred on the 16th, and the day was 
observed asa holiday. Liberal sub- 
scriptions were taken up for the fami- 

lies of the deceased. 


The Work of Identification. 
Saw Francisco, Jan. 23. 

Medical men discover that seven 
boxes supposed to contain the re- 
mains of human victims of the Te- 
hachapi pass railroad accident prove 
to be mutton apd beef. A Los An- 
geles dispatch says: Yesterday after- 
noon Dr. Ross commenced the work 
of carefully examining, for the first 
time, bodies which had been picked 
up at the wreck of the Tehachapi 
railroad disaster. The word “bodies,” 
as now used, signify portions of the 
buman frame, in many instances a 
‘handful of whitened bits of bones, be- 
ing all that remained of what had 
been a human form. Dr. Ross made 
a thrilling discovery. Some of the 
boxes in which were placed what 
was eupposed to have been the re- 


mains of humans contained the 
charred flesh either of beef or 
mutton. Aftera careful examination 
he concluded positively chat six of the 
boxes positively contained no human 
remains, and of one more they were 
in such doubt that he and Dr. Krutz 
this evening made an examination of 
all su human remains, which 
resul in pronounciog absolutely 
seven were not of human flesh. A 
duplicate chart of the passengers in 
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soldiers, were killed without any 
disfiguring or mutilation, 

readily identitied, The remains of 
Colonel Larrabee have been positive! 
identified, as have been Mise M. E. 
Squires, Mrs. Downey and Lawrence, 
the porter of the through sleeper. 
Enough has been brought to light to 
identify the remains of L. Wethered 
aod H. Oliver. These added to the 
recognized remains ot Mr. Schling- 
hyde, who boarded the doomed 
passeoger train at Fresno, makes 
the number of dead accounted for 
12. Two bodies still remain unrecog— 
nized. Clues for indentification are 
so slight that it is possible they will 
never be known. The remains may 
have been those of tramps stealing a 
ride. At all events every nger 
on the chart of the sleepers bas been 
accounted for as living or dead. The 
supposed bodies of seven persons have 
been pronounced as the burned flesh 
and bones of non-human animals, and 
what strengthens the position taken 
by medical men is the fact that the 
remains pronounced human were taken 
from the ruins of the express and bag- 


gage cars. 


Another Account of the Silver 
Peak HKebbery. 
San Francisco, Jan. 23. 
The tollowing dispatch from Can- 
delaria puts a different face on the 
robbery as reported from Carson: 
John Chadovich's store at Silver Peak, 
Nevada, was attacked op the night of 


the 2ist inst. by two men named 
Rockwell and Tex. They were re- 
pulsed by the iomates of the store, 
who sustained no injuries. The rob 
bers were pursued by Indians and 
killed the next day at Tule Canyon, 
about 60 miles south of Silver Peak. 
There was no disturbance at Gold 
Mountain 80 far as known. Rockwell 
was the son of the notorious Porter 
Rockwell of Utah. Tex has always 
had the reputation of being a cowboy.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
The Cimbria Disaster. 
New York, Jan. 23. 
The Herald's Hamburg special says: 
Aceording to the latest information 
445 lives were lost in the Cimbria 
disaster. There were 402 passengers 
and 94 officers and crew on board. Of 
these only 56 so far have been rescued. 


Of six steamers sent out by the Ham- 
burg American Steamboat Company, 
Saturday night, fuur have not yet re- 
turned, but as the two which returned 
found nothing there is scarcely any 
hope left that any more are alive. 
When the ship Sultan arrived, at 5 
o'clock Saturday afternoon, the mana. 
agers of the Hamburg American Co. 
sent inspectors to see the Captain, and 
the latter’ admitted a collision, and 
said he did not know with what ship. 
But,“ be said, there is a quantity 
of wreckage on my bow, left by the 
other ship; examine it.” They did so, 
and by some small enamelled plates, 
peculiar to vessels of this line, with 
inscriptions in three languages, they 
recognized the Cimbria as the uufortu- 
nate vessel. 

R. C. Lorenz of Frankfort, one of 
the rescued, gave me a leng account of 
the terrible scenes he witnessed. 
Though the officers did their duty 
nobly they were unable to maintain 
order. Men women and children were 
mad with fear. Those who had se- 
cured places had a violent struggle to 
keep the boat from being swamped. 
The six Indians were driven away by 
some sailors by axe blows on their 
heads. Captain Hansen stood till the 
last moment on the bridge, but could 
have nocontrol over 500 terror-stricken 
human beings beneath him. 


The Chinese Question. 
WasHineton, Jan. 23. 

The Treasury department has issued 
a circular in accordance with the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General to provide 
for the transportation of Chinese across 
the continent, en route from the West 
Indies to China. This circular is re- 
garded here by opponents of the Chi- 
nese as a farce. Its provisions can 
not be evaded without difficulty and 
Treasury oflicials recognize the fact. 
The possibilities of the evasion of the 
law are such that the Pacific slope 
representatives and Senators are de- 
liberating upon new legislation to 
protect the country from the new pest 
that threatens it. The time of the 
present session is so short that it is 
doubtful if any remedial legislation 
can be had until next Winter, 


An Important Suit. 
New York, Jan. 22. 

The suit of Colonel James Seelover 
against United States Senator Chaffee 
of Colorado for $750,000 damages for 
alleged breach of contract, was on 
trial to-day. Colonel Seelover claims 
that he acquired an interest in the 
Robert E. Lee silver mine of Leadville, 
conditional upon makiug certain pay- 
ments before a date named; that for 
an ioterest of three-sixteenth and a 
similar interest for Senator Jones of 
Nevada, Senator Chaffee agreeed to 
furnish the required sum, and that he 
failed to do so, thereby causing plain- 
tiff to lose his option to purchase. 
Senator Chaftee alleges that his failure 
to keep the agreement made by him 
was caused by a discovery that it had 
been obtained from him by misrepre- 
sentations. 


Kit Carson’s Children. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 22. 

A bill granting a pension to the 
children of Christopher Carson, late 
Lieutenant Colonel and Brevet Briya- 
dier General of the United States 
army, was introduced to-day by Del- 
egate Luna, of New Mexico. It was 
for the relief of the sons and daughters 
of the once famous Kit Carson, who 
are poor, and now live in Las Vegas. 
Their mother is dead, and the oldest 
daughter, Tererina Carson Allen, is a 
widow. The petition for the pension 
bears the signatures of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Las Vegas. 


The Star HKouters, 
WacntneTon, Jan. 22. 

James F. Gowan and John Carey 
of Oregon testified in the Star-route 
trial to-day relative to the route from 
Canon City to Fort McDermett, Ore- 
gon. During Carey’s examiuation a 
letter from Miner tu witoess was read, 
wherein he is directed to purchase the 
silence of a person jin Oregon, who 
had been sendiog to the Department 
protests against the continuance of in 
creased service.

A NEW FIND. 


A Promising Camp in Lincoln 
County. 

The Pioche Record contains the fol- 
lowing regarding Comet, a mining 
district, about eight miles west—air- 
line—of Pioche: The claim lately dis- 
covered by Jim Burrows is named 
the “Redemption,” and is considered 
by all who have been out to see it as 
a very promising and valuable piece of 
property. The ledge is about 22 
inches in width, and the ore will aver- 
age by a fair test, $500 in silver.
